The form 
of the guidance was in conducting a survey of the proposed space, 
provision of specifications and provision of written guidance to the 
Executive Officer, National Security Council, relative to the logging, 
packaging and storage of codeword material by the Registry Branch, 
National Security Council. 
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13. Provided security advice and guidance on protection of 
compartmented intelligence to Mr. Robert Ellsworth, former aide to 
President Nixon, upon his assumption of duties as NATO Ambassador.

To permit wider 
distribution of the study, which had been prepared and disseminated under 
the combined controls of three compartmented systems, DA was attempting 
to publish the study under the controls of only two of these systems by 
removing the least possible amount of the information controlled by the 
third system. 

22. Provided security policy guidance to the Department of 
State and the Defense Intelligence Agency (DIA) in the DIA proposed 
briefings of US Ambassador in the European area which would require 
the Department of State to grant the Ambassador approval for access to 

®d intelligence. One-time access was authorized. 


23. Provided compartmented security policy guidance to the 
Office of Special Activities, DDS&T in the close out of Project OXCART, 
a major reconnaissance program protected in the compartmented

in_the revision and updating of Headquarters COMINT Regulation No.
